For the information of Detroit and Springfield, the "Milwaukee 
Sentinel", a daily morning newspaper, in the 11/23/64 issue, 
published a feature article, entitled "VICE FLARES IN HURLEY; 
HUNTING SEASON CAUSES BOOM", describing the operation of 3 
eo joints" with approximately 25 
! um almnsi 1 h Ya mtr a 
Milwau ee ice, together with 
al Agent o he P [ Staff of the Attorney General 
of Wisconsin, reported, after two nights attendance at these 
establishments, the Club Carnival, Show Bar and the Band Box, 
they were solicited for prostitution by at least 4 of the 
strippers in these places. Also the premises operated after 
hours and local authorities réfused to take any action con- 
cerning violations. 


The Office of the Attorney General advised the Milwaukee Office 
that a series of "mas arrests" were contemplated in an effort 
to close the 3 establishments and that office requested any 
information or assistance that the Milwaukee Office might 
provide so that the program would be successfully concluded. 
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On 11/23/64 informants of this office in the Hurley area were 
recontacted with negative results as to any known information 
as to possible WSTA or ITAR violations occurring over the last 
several days. There were alerted to the possibility of 

information concerning such violations developing in the area. 


Also liaison was established in Hurley by the agents of the 
Milwaukee Office and representatives of the Office of the 
Attorney General, as well as the Wisconsin Tax Commission 
for any assistance that might possibly be given the latter 
organization, 


On the night of 11/23/64 a civil action to abate a nuisance, 
proper papers being issued by the County Judge of Iron County, 
Wisconsin, was commenced by service of these papers on the 
owners of the Ciub Carnival, Show Bar and Band Box. The 
action in abatement called for a hearing before the court on 


the morning of 11/24/64 as to issuance of a temporary injunction 


restraining the owners of the above premises from operating 
them as places of prostitution. 


Subsequently, on the night of 11/23/64, four female strippers 
at these clubs, being identified by a Special Agent of the 
Attorney General's Office, as being those who solicited him, 
as well as the Sentinel reporter over the previous weekend, 
were arrested on charges of soliciting and transported to the 
Iron County Jail, Hurley, Wisconsin.

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Fingerprints were taken of all four of the girls by the Iron 
County SO, and forwarded to the Identification Division. 


The above four females upon interview by Bureau Agents, denied 
any prostitution activities in Hurley, stating they were at 
these establishments under contract with the operators through 
written AGFA Contracts, booked through their agents. All 
claimed activities limited to performances at floor shows 

but admitted activities as "B" girls at the bars between shows, 


The above four females were released on bond provided by the 
club owners, pending trials on soliciting charges, court 
commencing 12/14/64 at Iron County Court. 


On 11/24/64 the above described temporary injunction was 
granted upon request of the State of Wisconsin, pending 
hearing for permanent injunction on 12/7/64. 


Information provided by former Special Agent CLARK E. 

LOVRIEN, presently in charge of the above described investigative 
Staff of the Attorney General's Office of Wisconsin, reflected 
the current action in Hurley is the result of a "power play" 

by the recently formed investigative staff, of which he is 
supervisor, run by Assistant Attorney General LEROY DALTON 

and the State Beverage and Tobacco Division, led by GEORGE 
CORNING, State Tax Commissioner. According to the report, 
DALTON, who has been receiving considerable favorable publicity 
from reporter WIEGHART for his activities in recent "John Doe" 
investigations in Milwaukee, arranged with WIEGHART That a 
Special Agent of the Attorney General's staff, one HERBERT 
KRUSCHE, accompany WIEGHART to Hurley during the first weekend 
of the hunting season and disguised as hunters, would make the 
rounds of the establishments in an effort to locate any vice 
activities as well as obtain a newspaper feature story. 


For the past several years during normal periods of activities, 
as well as during the hunting season, the Beverage Tax 
Department has in undercover operations made numerous arrests 
on vice and after hours charges in spite of complete lack of 
cooperation by local authorities, The newspaper article in 
the "Milwaukee Sentinel" on 11/23/64 caused immediate dis- 
appearance of mostly all prostitutes who had come to Hurley 
during the current hunting season and rendered useless any 
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further investigation by agents of the Beverage Tax Department, 
who were already on the scene. 


The above described legal activities were commenced as a 
result of agreement between DALTON and others on the Attorney 
General's Staff, who handled prosecution of violations 
investigated by the Beverage Tax Department. 


By airtel dated 11/30/64 the Bureau advised that in the past 
the Department has held that even though a prostitute is in 
violation of the ITAR Statute, prosecution was declined in 
view of lack of evidence of racketeering influence, absence of 
widespread activities, or the case involved an isolated 
individual engaged in prostitution and the matter should be 
handled by local authorities. However, recently information 
regarding extensive prostitution in Stuebenville, Ohio, 

which was accompanied by graft and corruption on the part of 
public officials, was brought to the attention of the 
Department. The advised that in this instance, because of 
apparent sanction of local officials and widespread activity, 
they would entertain prosectuion and would be disposed to 
invoke Section 1952, Title 18, provided, of course, that the 
elements of the statute were fully satisfied. 


Offices conducting investigation should bear in mind this opinion 
and attempt to develop information which would lead to 

successful Federal prosecütion in the Hurley, Wisconsin area. 

In this connection, essential items of proof that are 

required are: 


(1) Verification of interstate travel on the part of the 
prostitutes; (2) That prostitution is in violation of the 
laws of the state in which committed; (3) That interstate 
travel was made with the intent to carry.on prostitution 
activities; (4) Conclusive proof that the girls are 
actually engaged in acts of prostitution. 


A search of Milwaukee indices revealed numerous references 
to subjects. The files so referenced contain descriptions of 
subjects but no photograph of either subject was found.

KALASARDO) was open again and that a Negro exotic dancer 
(name unknown), who has been to Hurley before, is employed 
there at the present time.

LILLIAN RODGERS. BAYDEE advised that, prior to coming 
to Hurley, Wisconsin, she had worked in Atlanta, Georgia for 
approximately two weeks at the Domino Lounge, where she was employed 
by a man named PAUL or PETE. She stated she travelled from Atlanta, 
Georgia to Chicago, Illinois via bus and later arrived in Hurley, 
Wisconsin in September of 1964. BAYDEE stated that, since that 
time, she has been employed at the Show Bar in Hurley through a 
contract of her agent, one CHICK SCHLOSS, of Chicago, Illinois. 
BAYDEE stated she has been a member of the American Guild of 
Variety Artists for approximately eight years and, under her 
contract, she is employed at the Show Bar as an exotic dancer, 
BAYDEE said her activities were limited to performances at floor 
shows but admitted she did act as a "B" girl at the bar between 
shows.

Mrs. EBLI stated the complaints were all riled on 
November 24, 1964, but the offenses were alleged to have occurred 
on different dates. Urs. EBLE stated in regard to LISA LEE, two 
conplaints were filed alleging the first offense to have occurred 
on November 20, 1564, at the Show Bar, 28 Silver Streot, Nurley. 
The second offense was alleged to have occurred on November 22, 
1964, at tho Club Carnival, 14-16 Silver Street, Hurley. In 
regards to MARTHA JEAN MILOU tho offense was alleged to have 
occurred on November 20, 1964, at the Band Box Dar, 22 Silver 
Street. In regards to DOREEN MARLOW, the offense was alleged to 
have occurred on November 21, 1904, at the Club Carnival, 14-16 
Silver Street, Hurley, and in regards to LILLIAN EODGERS, the 
offense was alleged to have occurred November D, 1964 at the 
Show Bar, 28 Silver Street, Uurley. 


Mrs. EBLI. advised that on January 19, 1965, LILLIAN 
ROEGERS entered a plea of guilty to a reduced charge of dicordorly 
conduct and was fined $100 plus court costs. DOREEN MARLOW 
entered à plea of guilty to a reduced charge of disorderly 
conduct on January 25, 1965, and received a fine of G75 & costs. 
MARTHA JEAN MILON entered a similar plea to a reduced charge or 
disorderly conduct on January 19, 1965 and was fined (375 & costs. 
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LISA LEE centered a similar plea to both counts on January 25, 
1965, to reduced charges of disorderly conduct and was fined 
375 & costs on both offenses.

She further stated tho 
complaint was brought about through the efforts of LODNEY R. 
GEEK, State Geverage~Tax Division, tato of Wisconsin. Mrs. 
EBLI further stated that in regards to the same offense, one 
KATHY ANN PONTER had been charged with intentionally being an 
inmate of a house of prostitution at the Club 18, 13 Silver Street, 
Hurley, in violation of Wisconsin State Statute 944.50, Sub. vec.

A bond of 7300 for 
each girl had been previously furniched by LOUIS GASBAUNT which 
bonds wera forfeited. 


lis. ESLI advised that on Juno 3, 1005, a trial was hold 


in regards to the charge against HENRY B. KIMBELL, but after 
hearing evidence from the State Beverage-Tax Agente, the case was 
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dismissed by Court Commissioner JAMES E. PLANDEDA. 


Mrs. EBLI further advised that xa complaint filed March 
29, 1005, charging TINA GREGER with intentionally offering to 
commit an act of sexual perversion for money at the Band Box Dor, 
22 Silver Street, Hurley, Wisconsin, had been dismissed on Hay G, 
19050, due to insufvicient evidence. 


On March 29, 1565, one ERNEST L. OPP, vas charged with 
an offense which alleged that on March 28, 1965, ho did enter 
and remain in a place of prostitution, nanely the Club 13, 13 
Silver Strect, Uurley with the intent to have non-narital 
sexual intercourse therein in violation of Wisconsin State 
Statute 944.31. Mrs. EBLY advised that OPP did not appear and 
the bond which ho had posted was forfeited. 


Mec. EBLE advised she hac no backcround information in 
regardo to uny of the persons about whom cho furnished information, 
but felt this information could bs obtained through a review ox 
tho records at tho [ron County Sheriff's Ofvico, Hurley, Wisconsin. 
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JOAN ANN BERRY, Club 13, 13 Silver Street, Hurley, 
was interviewed and immediately advised by SA MALVIN LEE 
WESSEL that the FBI was seeking only truthful answers and 
her statements might later be the subject of her court 
testimony in a court of law. BERRY stated she was presently 
working ag a prostitute under the name of LYNDA at the Club 
13, Hurley. She stated she had been so employed since 
July 29, 1965. BERRY stated she had also worked at the Club 
13 in 1963 and 1964 during the deer season and had always 
heard about Hurley through Milwaukee whores. 


BERRY advised that she has been 2 prostitute for 
some years and sticks mainly to the Milwaukee area where she 
lives. BERRY advised that business in the Hurley area is 
nono too good and she intends to leave the Hurley area in a 
Short timc and return to Milwaukee, Wisconsin. BERRY advised 
She normally turns from 5-12 tricks as a prostitute por night 
at the Club 13. She stated that the licensed owner of the 
Club 13 is à man whom she knows as HANK KIMBELL (HENRY B. 
KIMBELL) and the woman who works behind the bar of the Club 13 
is one LOIS "FRENCHY" GASBARRI. 


BERRY stated she places her money from each trick in 
a box and at the end of the night splits the money 50-50 with 
re pur management, the money usually being collected by LOIS 
GASBARRI. 


BERRY stated when she came to the Club 13 on July 29, 
1965, she contacted CAROL HEDGREN prior to coming to the Hurley 
area and was informed by CAROL HEDGREN that the Club 13 needed 
a prostitute. She stated she has never contacted anyone, 
owners of the bar, but talks to girls finds out that there is a 
prostitution position open in Hurley and then comes to the 
location. BERRY stated that the only two whorehouses as such 
in the Hurley area were the Club 13 and Kay's Bar and that the 
other bars in town operated with exotic dancers who were somewhat 
different than out-and-out prostitutes. 


BERRY stated she intended to return to the Milwaukee area 
very Shortly. She is moreconcerned with colored men and prefers 
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their company to white men, even though she herself is white 
and there are not too many colored mon in tho Hurley area.

was interviewed and immediately advised by SA JOHN L. PORTER 
that the FBI desired only. truthful statements, and any state- 
ments that she did make couid possibly be the later subject of 
her testimony in a court of law.. HEDGREN furnished the follow- 
ing information: 


' She is a prostitute and has been a prosiitute for 
, approximately 10 years. HEDGREN stated she is presentiy a 
` prostitute at the Club 13, Hurley, Wisconsin, and lives and works 
at that location. HEDGREN advised that she has an upstairs 
apartment over the Club 13, and that she also conducts her trade 
às & prostitute in small rooms above the Club 13, 


HEDGREN stated she first came to Hurley, Wisconsin in 
the early part of September, or latter part of August, 1964. 
She stated that she was arrested for prostitution at or while 
employed at the Club 13 in September, 1964, She stated her 
husband DONALD JOHN HEDGREN was arrested for pimping at the same 
time. She stated that she and her husband later pleaded guilty 
to the charges in court and at that time left the Hurley area for 
their home in Chicago Heights, Illinois. 


HEDGREN stated she is legally married to DONALD JOHN 
HEDGREN and has been so married since March 2 or 3, 1962, having 
been married at the City Hall in Chicago, Illinois. She stated 
‘that her husband does exist on her earnings as a prostitute due 
to the fact that he is unable to find employment. She stated 
her husband is not really a pimp and does not want her to work as 
a prostitute, but is unable to secure employment and therefore 
She works as a prostitute to support she and her husband. 


. HEDGREN stated that when she first came to the Hurley 
area, she heard about the location from some unknown giris and 
denied that she contacted anyone at the Club 13 for employment 
às à prostitute prior to coming to the Hurley area. HEDGREN 
stated that when she first came to the Hurley area she worked 
out of the Ritz Bar on Silver Street, which has since been closed ` 

. down. She stated she prostituted in the Ritz Bar for a week or 
SO prior to its being closed due to its loss of license. She 
Stated that she then worked out of the Club 13 and the Ritz Bar 


-ven though the bar was closed and did her prostitutine i 
ee, PAS ciosed and did her prostitutineg in tho 
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&bandoned building. 


HEDGREN stated she is employed by HANK KIMBELL (HENRY 
B. KIMBELL), the licensed owner of the Club 13. HEDGREN stated 
that the barmaid in the establishment is LOIS GASBARRI, wife of 
& man whom she knows as JACKPORT GASBARRI. She stated that she 
believes that GASBARRI, the owner of the Club Carüival, and 
possibly the Show Boat Bar in Hurley, is the real owner of the 
Club 13, although the name of KIMBELL appears on the license. 


HEDGREN stated she works on a 50-50 proposition as a 
prostitute in the Club 13. She stated she charges $10 and up for 
a trick and that she receives $5 for her services and that the bar 
receives the other $5. She stated she had a box in the back bar 
of the Club 13, which she described as a cigar box into which she 
stated she put her money which she received from each trick. She 
stated at the end of the night, she counted up her nightly 
earnings and split evenly with the establishment,  HEDGREN stated 
that she in most cases gives the money to LOIS GASBARRI, whom she 
more commonly knows as "FRENCHY" GASBARRI, and therefore believed 
that the GASBARRIs might in fact be the real owners of the bar. 


HEDGREN stated that business has not been too good in the 
Hurley area and she herself is a physical wreck. She stated that 
LOIS "FRENCHY" GASBARRI has accused her of holding out and not 
being honest in her 50-50 split. She stated she, HEDGREN, is also 
drinking heavily and has caused fights and ruckuses in the bar and 
knows that she is not too popular with the bar management, but due 
to the fact that girls are hard to get as prostitutes in the 
Hurley area, she still is able to work. HEDGREN advised that some- 
time ago she was involved in an automobile accident which 
seriously damaged her neck and her physical make-up is none too 
good at the present time.  HEDGREN stated she usually turns from 
3-10 tricks per night at least $10 each. She stated recently, there 
are a lot of girls in the Hurley area who seem to be giving it away 
&nd cutting into her organized business. 


HEDGREN stated she has been sending money by Western Union 
to her husband in Chicago Heights, Illinois at the address of 448 
W. Hickory Street. She stated she must do so in order that her 
husband can live, but she does not give him too much money to 
fool around on. 


HEDGREN stated that since she has returned to the Hurley 
area and the Club 13, there have always been at least two girls 
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at that location. HEDGREN stated that she returned to the Club 

13 from Chicago Heights, Illinois sometime around May 1, 1965, 
travelling from Chicago Heights, Illinois to Hurley, Wisconsin 
via the railroad train. She stated she has worked steadily at 
the Club 13 since May I, 1965, and for the most part, her husband, 
DONALD JOHN HEDGREN, has also been with her in the Hurley area. 
She stated her husband followed her to Hurley approximately one 
week after she first arrived and has been gone from the Hurley 
area only since about the latter part of July, 1965, 


HEDGREN stated she intended to quit the prostitution 
racket, but admitted that she was broke due to the fact that she 
had been blowing her money.

The prostitution activity in Hurley, Wisconsin is centered 

in two establishments, Kay's Rooms and the Club 13, both 
located on Silver Street. Some prostitution activity has 

also been determined to have been conducted at the three 
burlesque houses in Hurley, the Show Bar, Club Carnival 

and Band Box Bar located on Silver Street, in Hurley, directly 
across from the aforementioned houses of prostitution. 


It has been determined that apparent violations of the ITAR - 
PROSTITUTION statute have occurred in conjunction with the 
prostitution activity in Hurley, Wisconsin. Interstate 
facilities, including the mails and telephone, have been used 
and interstate transportation into and out of the Hurley, 
Wisconsin area has been effected through the use of car, 

bus, train and airplane. 


It is felt that a Grand Jury investigation in regards to 
violations of the ITAR statute will lead to at least four 
indictments based on information thus far uncovered and it is 
further believed that with an extensive grand jury probe other 
indictments will follow. 


On 10/5/65 a preliminary conference was held with EDMUND A. 
NIX, newly appointed USA of the WDW, Madison, Wisconsin, 

Mr. NIX advised that he was not as yet too familiar with the 
provisions of the ITAR - PROSTITUTION statute, Title 18, USC, 
Section 1952, but felt that justification for a grand jury 
investigation regarding the Hurley situation might be in order. 
NIX requested that all information necessary be furnished to 
him in report form and that he be given time for research into 
the provisions of the ITAR statute, the federal immunity 
Statute and the procedures he must follow to call a grand 
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jury. A second conference with NIX is scheduled to occur 
10/18/65. 


Ihis matter is being vigorously pursued by the Milwaukee 
Office and the Bureau will be kept advised.

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The Club 13, 13 Silver Street, Hurley, Wisconsin, is 2 
bar and house of prostitution located on the south side of Silver 
Street in Hurley, Wisconsin. The bar consists of two downstairs 
main sections, the front section is located adjacent to the street 
and is entered via a front door leading into the bar section. The 
ber has stools located for patrons on which to sit at the bar it- 
self, it also hag « pool table, juke box and cigarette machine. 
The second or rear portion of the Club 13 is located adjacent to 
but at the rear of the main bar. The entrance is gained through 
X door which is locked from the inside, The bartender presses a 
buzzer which rings in the back bar and the door is then opened by 
the bartender who is located in the back bar. ‘The prostitutes are 
located in the back bay section and make contact with the customers. 
There is a stairway located in the south east corner of the back 
bar which leads upeteirs to x long hallway, off of which numerous 
small bedrooms are located. The rooms contain only a bed and 
Some rooms are apparently not in use at the present time. The 
hallway leads directiy north to a Living quarters section which 
is at the present time occupied by HENRY B. KIMBELL. The 
prostitutes from the location wee the bedrooms located off the 
haliway for their business. 


This operation was observed by SA MALVIN LEE WESSEL and 
SA JOHN L. PORTER. It was observed that on August 31, 1965, the 
bartender was the licensed operator, HENRY B. KIMBELL who made 
contacts with patrons who entered the bar and asked them if they 
desired any further entertainment other than alcoholic beverages. 
KINBELL advised the patrons that there was a back bar and female 
companionshin could be obt&ined. As the patrons went to the door 
separating the front and rear bars, KIMBELL was observed to push 
& button Located beneath the counter of the front bar. At that 
time the bartender fromthe rear bar would come to the location, 
KIMBELL would ok the customers to enter the back bar and at that 
time, customers would be admitted by the back bar bartender. 


On August 31, 1965, at approximately 7:25 PM, while 
interviewing an admitted prostitute at the location, CAROL MARIE 
HEDGREN, the licensed owner of the establishment, HENRY B. KIMBELL, 
came to the locstion where the Agents were conducting the interview. 
The interview was being conducted in the upstairs portion of the bar 
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in a kitchen area located within the living quarters of HENRY 

B. KIMBELL, the licensed owner. At that time KIMDELL requested 
that the interviewing Agents go into his living quarters proper 
for the interview of CAROL HEDGREN due to the fact that a male 
customer and a prostitute at the location whom KIMBELL identified 
only as one of the girls were going to use a bedroom adjacent to 
the point of interview being conducted by the Agents.

HENRY B. XIMBELL Licensed operator, Club 13, 13 Silver 
Street, Hurley, Wisconsin, was interviewed and immediately ad- 
vised as follews by SA MALVIN LEE WESSEL. He did not have to 
make any statement, any statement he did make could be used 
against him in a court of law. Any statement he did make would 
be strictly voluntary and without any threats or promises. He 
was further advised by SA WESSEL that he had the right to consult 
di sn E UI or anyone eise of his choice prior to making any. 
mixtement, 


KIMBELL stated he did not see why the FBI was so interested 
in Hurley, Wisconsin. KIMBELL was advised of FBI jurisdiction in 
White Slaye Traffic Act cames and in interstate transportation in 
aide of racketeering-promtitution cases. KIMBELL at first denied 
that he was operating a house of prostitution, but iater stated he 
was operating with prostitutes, but he did net iransport any of the 
prostitutes to the Hurley, Wisconsin area. When asked why he 
aliowed & prostitute to work in his place of business who was from 
out Of atate, namely CAROL MARIE HEDGREN from Chicago Heights, 
illinois, KINBELL stated he did not transport HEDGREN to Hurley, 
Wisconsin, that he had given her a job as a prostitute, but she 
had come to town on her own and had waiked in after a job. EIMBELL 
then stated his giris working in the back room were not prostitutes, 
but were bartenders and belonged to a "Lonely Hearts Club", 


XINBELL advised he had nothing to fear, that he was doing 
nothing wrong and thet he would taik to the FBI at any time they 
s0 desired. 


KXIMBELL admitted thet he had in 1964 or possibly 1965, 
peen arrested by members of the State Boverage Tax Commission for 
heing & keeper of prostitutes. KIMBELL stated at the same time, 
LOIS FRENCHY GASBARRI was also arrested for steering the Agents 
of the State Beyerage Tax Commission to 2 prostitute. KIMBELL 
&dvised that GASBARRI had been found guilty of her charge, but he 
in fact had been found not guilty of the charge due to insufficient 
evidence. XIMBELL stated he was delighted over this and it was 
funny to him and he did not see how he had been found not guilty 
when GASBARRI had been found guilty. XIMBELL stated that the State

BANKS further added that she also has a manager, one BETTY 
TAYLOR, 5017 South Drexel, Chicago, Iilinois. She stated that 
her financial arrangement with PECK and TAYLOR is that they 
each receive 5 per cent of her gross salary. BANKS further 
advised that in addition to being an exotic dancer she is also 
@ commercial artist and on a part-time basis does work for the 
Duro Art Supply Company, 822 Juneway Terrace, Chicago. She 
stated that the type of commercial art she generally does is 
cartoons for advertising Layouts. She advised that she had 
recelved formal art training at the Chicago Art Institute. 


BANKS advised that she had never worked as a prostitute and knew 
of no prostitution activities being conducted at the Band Box. 
She stated that upon being employed by KALASARDO she was 
instructed that prostitution was strictly forbidden and that she 
would be summarily dismissed 1f she engaged in any such activity. 
She stated that it was her impression that the other dancers at 
the club had received like instructions. 


BANKS stated that she had been arvested only one time and this 
was in May, 1965 at Cincinnati, Ohio on a contempt of court 
charge. She stated the circumstances surrounding that incident 
were that she was a complaining witness in a battery case against 
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another woman and had failed to appear in court at the proper 
time and was arrested on a contempt of court violation. She 
stated that there was no action taken against her after she 
appeared in court. 


BANKS stated that in addition to working as a dancer at the Band 
Box she circulates among the customers to stimulate purchasing 

of drinks from the bar. She stated that she received thirty 
cents from the house for each drink a customer bought her. She 
stated that when a customer bought her a drink it normally cost 
two dollars and that the drink consisted of coke and water.

May, 1964 to December, 1964; January, 1965 to present, She 
stated that she is under contract to the Band Box through her 
booking agent for $125 per week and was hired by JOHN KALASARDO, 
owner and operator of the Band Box. She listed as other places 
that she has worked as an exotic dancer as Mike & Mike's, 
Peoria, Illinois, from January, 1964 to May, 1964. COLLEBRUSCO 
denied ever having worked as a prostitute and specifically 
denied ever having hustled for prostitution at the Band Box. 

She stated that upon being employed by KALASARDO she was advised 
that no hustling would be permitted at the Band Box and that 
any girl caught so doing would be fired. She stated that she 
had no knowledge of any prostitution activities at the Band Box. 


SOLLEBRUSCO advised that she was hired at the Band Box as an 

exotic dancer but that when she is not on stage performing she 

circulates among the customers to stimulate purchasing of 

drinks. She advised that for each drink a customer bought. her 

she received thirty cents from the house.

DANDRIDGE stated that she is a member of the American Guild of 
Variety Artists, Minneapolis local, and that her booking agent 
Was the Bert Peck Agency, 162 North State Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. She advised that she was employed under contract by 
JOHN KALASARBO who owns and operates the Band Box. She stated 
that she works at the Band Box as an exotic dancer.. Pursuant 
to her contract she receives $125 per week. She stated that she 
had worked at the Band Box from August, 1964 to April, 1965 

and from May, 1965 to the present. She stated that for several 
weeks in the latter part of April and early May, 1965 she 
worked as a dancer at the French Casino, Chicago, Illinois. 


DANDRIDGE stated that when she was employed by KALASARDO she 

was instructed that hustling for prostitution would not be 
permitted at the Band Box and that she would lose her job if 

she engaged in such activity. She stated that the other dancers 
at the club have been likewise informed. 


DANDRIDGE denied ever working as a prostitute and specifically 
denied ever havingwrked as a prostitute at the Band Box. She 
advised, however, that in October, 1964 she was arrested while 
eniployed at the Band Box and charged with prostitution. She 
stated, however, that the charge was untrue and that she had, 
in fact, not solicited for prostitution. She did acknowledge, 
however, that she did solicit drinks from customers at the Band 
Box and was very friendly with the customers in order to 
stimulate their drinking. She stated that she received thirty 
cents per drink from the house for each drink a customer 
bought her and averaged approximately twenty-five dollars per 
week from this source. 


DANDRIDGE advised that her booking agent, the Bert Peck Agency, 
received 10 per cent of her gross salary.

de HENRY A, GEACH, Tax Representative, Sales & Income Tax 
División, State of Wisconsin, was interviewed and furnished the 
following information: 


i He was the former Chief of Police of Hurley from May 1, 
1956 - January 14, 1963. _GEACH advised that he resigned his 
position voluntarily due to the fact he was receiving pressures from 
everyone in Hurley to lay off of the strip joints and houses of 
prostitution. GEACH stated he had originally taken the job as l 
Chief of Police in Hurley, due to the fact he felt that the town 
fathers wanted the town cleaned up, but later learned otherwise. 
He stated most of his arrests for prostitution im the Hurley area 
were either dismissed or reduced by the prosecutor's office due to 
the fact that it was apparent to him that the prosecutor ALEX J. 
RAINERI was not interested in cleaning up the town of Hurley. 


GEACH stated that in the fall of 1963 on at least two 
occasions, he was told by ALEX J, RAINERI the prosecutor or more’ 
properly the District Attorney of Iron County, Hurley, Wisconsin, 
that he RAINERI, did not intend to clean up the town of Hurley. 


GEACH stated on ome occasion he talked to RAINERI at the 
corner of Silver Street and 4th Street, when RAINERI was im company 
of SAM GIVANONI, then the mayor of Hurley, Wisconsin. 


GEACH stated at that time RAINERI and GIVANONI were upset 
due to the fact that the state officers Of the Tax Commission had 
beén in Hurley making arréSts. GEACH stated at that time RAINERI 
stated that he, RAINERI, wanted an opem town indicating that he 
liked HURLEY just as it was with the prostitutes and B-girl joints. 


GEACH further stated on one other occasion he had talked to 
RAINERI in his office just after there had- been some unfavorable 
, publicity in Hurley about girls being kept in bondage. He at that 
time informed RAINERI that. he, GEACH, thought it was about time that 
they did something about the town of Hurley to clean it up and make 
it a proper place to live. GEACH stated at that time RAINERI in- l 
formed him that he, RAINERI, would never do anything to clean up thè 
town of Hurley, until extreme pressure was brought to bear by 
members of the church by the school board members and by others 
around the community. GEACH stated in his own personal opinion, 
RAINERI was a dishonest district attorney. GEACH advised proving 
this matter would be hard as he, GEACH, had no proof that RAINERI 
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had received any pay-offs or any other thing to go along with the 
Hurley night club.and prostitution house owners, but he did know 

that at one time "BIG JIM'" HARRIS who has some interest in Hurley 
was represented by RAINERI at à tax hearing which hearing was the 
result of apparent charges or informations filed by the State Tax 
Commission of Wisconsin. 


GEACH stated from his own personal knowledge he could 
testify to the fact that the Club 13, Hurley, Wisconsin had been a 
house of prostitution and it is still a house of prostitution by 
common knowledge. 


GEACH stated he could also from common knowledge, testify 
to the fact that Kay's Bar was also a house of prostitution in 
Hurley, Wisconsin. GEACH advised he had made arrests for prostitution 
at the Club 13 and had in fact observed persons in the act of sexual 
intercourse amd he had made arrests of women at Kay's Place in 
Hurley for vagrancy, which women had previous arrests as prostitutes 
in other states. GEACH stated he was so well known that it was 
almost impossible for him to get into the houses of prostitution 
to make prostitution arrests as such, but it was common knowledge 
that both the Club 13 and Xay's Place were houses of prostitution. 


GEACH stated if there should be any Federal Grand Jury action 
in regard to Hurley, Wisconsin ho would be more than happy to testify 
in regards to the community. He stated there was a very minority 
faction in Hurley which desired that the town be cleaned up, but in 
his opinion for the most part, the town wanted the houses of 
prostitution and the strip joints due to the supposed revenue in- 
volved.  GEACH advised that the town spends more for probiems as a 
result of the houses of prostitution and strip joints than the town 
receives in revenue,

MC KELLIP stated she was born and raised at Hurley, Wisconsin 
and had been in and out of Hurley continuously since that 
time. She stated that the home in which she now resides 
belonged to her parents and that it had been their residence 
until their death. She stated her regular routine is to spend 
the winter in Hurley, Wisconsin and the spring and summer 

on the road performing at various night clubs throughout 

the United States, She stated this past summer she has worked 
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for short periods at various clubs on tho west coast and 
mentioned that she had bought a car, a maroon Cadillac 
convertible, Oregon license number GAR977. 


She stated her last place before returning to Hurley had 
been in California. She stated that while on the road her 
husband usually travels with bor, : 


MC KELLIP advised that she was arrested at 3:30 A.H, on 
September 5, 1965 by agents in the State Beverage Tax Division. 
At the time of her arrest, she was at the Club Carnival. 

Sho stated she was charged with solicitation for prostitution, 
and that her case had been adjourned to October 7, 1965. 

She is presently free on $300 bond. MC KELLIP advised that 
the circumstances surrounding this arrest was as follows: 


She was at the Show Bar when two men whom she later learned 
were state agents, came in with the appearance of customers. 
She stated she sat down with them in an effort to induce 
them to buy her a drink as well as to stimulate their own 
drinking, which is the customary procedure in the Show 

Dar as well as the other places on Silver Street, Hurloy, 
Wisconsin. She stated that in addition to being an exotic 
dancer the management expects her to so circulate with 
customers when she is not on stage. She stated that during 
the course of her conversation with these men, she made no 
solicitation for prostitution. She did admit to suggesting 
to them, “let's have a party." In response to this 
question the agents asked what kind of party and she stated 
| that for $25.00 apiece they could have a party and that the 
rest would be free, which she explained meant it would 

cost them $25.00 each for a bottle of champagne. When 
being asked by the men what she meant by the rest would 

be free, she stated she would let their mind run wild. 
However, she stated she did not mean to imply she would be 
willing to accept a date for prostitution. She advised 
this was simply a come on to get them to buy the champagne. 
She stated the men refused her suggestion and she loft 
their table. However, at approximately 2:00 AM when she 
lcft the Show Bar and went to tho Club Carnival, the 

men followed her. Then at 3:30 AM the mon were joincd 

by a third man whom she later learned was Agent GORDON 
SHAKA( Phonetic) who was in charge of tho State's Beverage 
Tax men on that occasion. It was SHAKA who actually placcd 
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hor under arrest, and sho was subsequently transported 

to the Shoriif's Office, Hurley, Wisconsin, where the 
charge for Solicitation of Prostitution was placed against 
her and she was photographed and fingerprintcd. 


MC KELLIP denies that she received anything from the Show 
Bar or Club Carnival other than her $125 per week salary. 
She denied receiving a bar drink kickback from the house for 
every drink she stimulated the purchase of. HC EELLIP 

was advised that that it was common knowledge that the 
dancers and bar girls in tho Hurley joints reccived 30 
conts por drink and was asked for an explanation as to why 
she did not receive this. She again denied she reccived 
any kickback and stated the only reason she could offer was 
the fact she was more or less a hometown girl and that the 
management probably felt her $125 per week salary was 
sufficiont. 


HC KELLIP denied ever having worked as a prostitute and 
denied ever having been arrested for prostitution previous 
to Scptember 5, 1965. She stated that she was not a 
prostituto.

PATRICK “PAT” REED, 312 South 4th Avenue, Hurley, 
Wisconsin, furnished the following information: 


REED advised that he is an officer of the Hurley 
Police Department and had been so employed since approximately 
January, 1960. REED stated that he had been hired when 
HENRY GECH was Chief of Police. 


He stated that he had tried to be an honest police- 
man and lived up to the ideals of GECH, whom he said had been 
an honest chief of police and done his job as best he could. 


He stated that, however, since GECH had resigned, 
he had had no backing and for this reason pad not attempted to 
interfer with the operation of the "block" wnich he advised was 
the block on Silver Street housing the girlie shows and houses 
of prositution. 


, He said that the present chief of police was ALBERT 
STELLA, whom he considered to be inapt and a figure~head. He 
. state that STELLA got his job through such figures as the 
District Attorney, ALEXANDER RAINERI and certain city council 
members on the belief that he woulün't cause trouble to. 


REED stated that he considered GEORGE ROMANOWSKE to 
be à basically honest man who felt much as he did. He stated that 
he was ro» sure about another member of the force, GORDON 
SWANSON, whom he had reservations about. He stated that he did 
not feel SWANSON or STELLÀ could be trusted as far as trying 
to clean up the "block" / 


REED stated that hewis fed up with the situation 
and was presently trying to get another job and intends to quit 
the force as soon as he find employment. REED stated that he 
mu be willing to testify in any federal grand jury that might 
cali.

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REED stated that he felt ALEX RAINERI to be üishonest 
and that he would do anything for anyone to protect the chief 
elements on Silver Street, He stated that he had no evidence 
to justify his beliefs but did believe that RAINERI was on the 
take from the Silver Street Clubs. He stated that he did not 
know the manner in which RAINERI was paid off, but was certain 
that he was being paid off. 


REED stated that he had been told by Chief STELLA in 
so many words to lay off..the Silver Street Clubs and 1f any 
arrests were to be made, "let the state men do it". 


REED stated that due to the small force on the Hurley 
Police Department, he usually works alone and for his own 
protection does not go into the Silver Street Clubs. He stated 
that he is not too well liked in these places. 


REED stated that he had investigatéd. the murder of 
a man, whose name he could not recall, in 1962. He stated that 
a woman by the name of ANN LACLAW was subsequently tried and 
convicted of this murder. He stated that LACLAW was presently 
serving a sentence for third degree murder at the Womens! 
State Prison, Taycheedah, Wisconsin. 


REED advised that he felt at the time, and still feels, 
that LACLAW did not actually commit the murder, but knows who 
did and covered up for some of the local hoods and stated that 
this was probably JULIUS MATA, He stated, however, he has no 
proof of this. 


He stated, however, that it is his hunch that LACLAW 
was asked to take the blame for the murder on theassunption 
that she would never be convicted and that if, by chance she was, 
the sentence would be very light. REED believes that she was 
induced to go along with this either for money or out of 
fear. He stated that he had been present at the trial and it was 
his opinion that ALEX RAINERI, who was District Attorney, 
deliberately attempted to throw the case and everyone concerned 
was very surprised when the jury found LACLAW guilty. He stated 
that LACLAW was known around the area as a woman of loose morals 
and he felt she had been a prostitute. 
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n REED stated that of his own knowledge he knew of 

two outright houses of prostitution in Hurley and mentioned them 
as the hotel run by KAY MARTIN and the Club 13, run by HANK KIMBAL. 
He stated that these phaces are whore houses and operated openly. 
He stated that to the best of his knowledge, no arrests had been 
made by the Hurley Police Department in either of these places. 


REED advised that the local strip joints, Bankbox, 
Club Carnival and Club 13 frequently had immoral acts on their 
premises, but that he had no personal knowledge of prostitution 
being carried on in these places. He stated, however, that he 
suspects that immoral acts are being carried on in the booths 
of these clubs between customers and dancers and bar giris 
employed by the establishment. 


He related one incident which oceurred in July, 1965, 
where a man apparently died of a heart attack in the Band Box. 
He stated that when this man's body arrived at the morgue in 
Ironwood, Michigan, it bore physical evidence of sexual .. 2 
promiscuous and he felt that probably an immoral sexual act 
was being committed at the time of the man's death. 


REED stated that he would be willing to furnish 
information in this matter at any time he is called upon to 
do so, He stated, however, that he wouldprefer to be contacted 
away from the Hurley Police Department, preferably at his home.

Hurley, a small town in northern Wisconsin, has gained a wide 
reputation as a site of extensive vice and prostitution activities. The 
annual high point in activities occurs during the fall hunting season 
when the influx of hunters is greeted by approximately twenty-five exotic 
dancers, strippers and prostitutes who ply their trade and solicit 
patrons for drinks and acts of prostitution which are performed on the 
premises, Our investigation under the new Interstate Transportation in 
Aid of Racketeering - Prostitution statute which enables us to proceed 
against individual prostitutes reveals that prostitutes are traveling 
to Hurley, Wisconsin, from other states and that this prostitution 
activity is condoned by local officials in Hurley including the district 
attorney, chief of police and at least a portion of the city council.

The prostitution activity in Hurley is centered in iud 
establishments, Kay's Rooms and the Club 13. Some prostitution activity

SA WESSEL appeared at the preliminary trial of CARLI on 
11/2/65 in Marathon County Court, Wausau, Wis., and 
while on the witness stand CARLI was observed by SA. 
WESSEL to cup his hands and in an audible whisper direct 
obscenities at SA WESSEL and either state "I'll kill you 
or get you," This action was not brought to the 
attention of the court immediately to prevent a delay, 
but Judge RONALD D. KEBERLE, Marathon County, advised 
later that he had observed CARLI and heard part of his 
obscene remarks directed at SA WESSEL.

He is doing all he can in regards to the prostitution 
activities in Hurley, Wisconsin, He stated that he knew that 
the Club Thirteen was & house of prostitution and did know 
that Kay's Rooms in Hurley, Wisconsin, was also a house of 
prostitution, He stated that he had Some word that the French 
Casino operated by JIMMY VITTICH had also recently gained the 
reputation of being a house of prostitution but stated that he 
was unable to prove these facts, 


STELLA stated that he has a very small police force 
consisting of himself amd three other men, and there was only ; 
one man per shift with one relief man, STELLA stated that he * 
WAS never given any orders by anyone to lay off of the strip 
joints or houses of prostitution in Burley; Wisconsin, and 
had actually been told on several occasioms by ALEX J, RAINERI, 
District Attorney, and the City Council that he should keep 
an eye om the houses of prostitution and should run any pimps ` 
out of town that he ran across, 


STELLA stated that he had no way to gain entrance 
to the houses of prostitutiom as he and his men were too 
well known.

STELLA advised that he has never given his men any 
orders to stay away from the houses of prostitution or the 
Strip joints, and in fact, stated that they should go into 
these places once in a while to check on them, STELLA stated 
that if the FBI so desired, he would exert increasing pres- 
Sure on these places and would have them checked at leas 
twice a week by his policemen, 


STELLA stated that his department had made arrests 
for liquor violations and after-hour violations at various bars 
in and around Hurley, but stated that the records were not 
immediately available but could produce same, 


STELLA stated that he would do all he could to kee 
a close watch on the houses of prostitution and the strip 
joints and would certainly make arrests if they came to his’ 
attention, rs 


STELLA advised again that the reason the law enforce- 
ment had not been any more strict in Hurley was due to the 
fact that he had a shortage in manpower and that he and his 
men were kmown to everyone in town and could not act in an 
undercover capacity, and therefore, could not gather evidence 
against the establishments,

viewed and furnished the following information: e has been BIC 


a member of the community of Hurley, Wisconsin, all his life. 
FRANCES stated he is presently a school teacher at St, Ambrose 
Catholic School in Ironwood, Michigan, but lives in Hurley, 
where he owns property and à gas station, which he has leased, 


FRANCES stated that he wished to know what action 
the Federal Government was taking in regards to Hurley, Wiscon- 
Sin, as the situation was no longer liveable for the decent 
citizens of the community. He stated Hurley has had approxi 
mately four or five violent deaths in the past four or five 
years, and the last one, which was the murder of HANK KIMBALL 
at approximately noontime on October 15, 1965, was the last 
Straw. He stated that if the murder had been' committed just 
a few minutes later, the street would have been filled with 
School children who might well have been hit by one of the 
Stray bullets. FRANCES stated that juveniles are now Lounging 
around the corners of Hurley, Wisconsin, around the bars, and 
it appears to be the goal of some of the younger girls in the 
community to grow up to become prostitutes and SEEABPere bad ae 
the joints in Hurley, Wisconsin, 


FRANCES advised that he did not want the FBI to feel 
that he was a prude or amy angel, as he had once worked the 
downtown Hurley area as a bartender. He stated that he had 
been employed by a man who at one time ran a house of prosti- 
tution in the Hurley area, by the name of RAJOVICH,. 


FRANCES advised that he had been away from this i 
element for many years and that he is no longer trusted by da 
this element due to the fact that he was involved in a political - 
campaign daring the last elections in Hurley, which campaign 
ticket was to clean up the town and clean out the vice element. 
FRANCES advised that although he did not run himself, he was 
openly behind some of the candidates who ram on a reform ticket, 
and who were trounced at the polls. 
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FRANCES advised that. Hurley, Wisconsin, had in 
recent years' undergone an economic depression due to the 
closing’ of the mines, and therefore, the number of houses 
of prostitution and the number of bars had slightly 
diminished,  FRANCES stated that in recent months, it appears 
that Hurley is making & slow rise, and that there appear to 
be some more business which want to come into the Hurley area, 
and some businesses have already come into Hurley, including 
a Shoe factory. FRANCES stated that probably a number of other 
businesses which appear to be interested in Hurley, upon look- 
ing the town over and seeing the two-block area of prostitution, 
will lose interest, 


FRANCES stated that he would do amything he could 
as a citizen to assist local or Federal government in the 
Hurley, Wiscomsin, area, but that he does not receive too much 
information from the vice element as they no longer trust him, 
He stated that he had heard that JOHN CARLI (JOHN STEPHEN CARLI), 
& well-known Hurley hoodlum, had recently been back im the area 
and had been im possession of some type of narcotics, although 
he could only testify to the fact that he did see CARLI furnish 
Some type of pills to the owner of a house of prostitution whom 
he knows as JIMMY VITTICH (JAMES ROBERT VITTICH). 


FRANCES advised that he does feel that the town of 
Hurley and.its people need-a little push from somebody to 
start them on a real cléan-up campaign. He stated there is 
nothing to which he cam testify personally which would be of 
assistance to the Federal government, but he would certainly 
attempt to do anything which the Government thought might be 
his duty.

ALEX J. RAINERI, District Attorney, Iron County, 
Hurley, was interviewed and immediately advised as follows by 
Special Agent MALVIN LEE WESSEL: He did not have to make any 
statements, any statements he did make would be strictly 
voluntary and could later be used against him in a court of 
law. No threats or promises would be made to induce him to 
make any statement, and he had the right to consult with an 
attorney of his choice or anyone else prior to making any 
statements. ; n 

RAINERI furnished the following! information: He is 
now on his second consecutive term as district attorney of Iron 
County, Hurley, Wisconsin. He advised that he had one previous 
two-year term as district attorney between 1949 and 1951. 


RAINERI stated that when he had entered office in 
1949 he had campaigned as a vigorous, young attorney, to 
clean up the town of Hurley and was thoroughly beaten at the 
polls in 1951 when he tried for a second term as district 
attorney. RAINERI stated that he realized that at that time 
the people in the city of Hurley did not want any great 
reforms in the area. 


RAINERI stated that if he told the FBI that he 
could not close up the houses of prostitution and the Strip 
joints in Hurley at a moment's notice, he would be lieing, 
RAINERI stated that he could close up the establishments any 
time he so desired if he had the proper help and if he had the 
backing of the town. He advised that he is & one-man district 
attorney who is expected to do everything in the community, 
from investigation through prosecution of crimes. He stated 
that Iron County has a three-man Sheriff's Office, and that 
the sheriff is, of course, an elected official who would do 
nothing in regards to a reform movement without any orders, 
He stated that his police department is composed of four men, 
a chief of police and three officers.  RAINERI stated that the 
chief of police, ELBERT STELLA, was a fine man but stupid. 
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RAINERI stated that STELLA tried his best but he was not 
' intelligent, that he did not know what was going on, he 
had relatives on the City Counsel, was born and raised in 
Hurley, and there was nothing he, RAINERI, could do to get 
STELLA out of office, even if he wanted to.  RAINERI advised ~ 
that his police department is undermanned, underpaid and has 
no training whatsoever, 


RAINERI advised thatif he desired to clean up the 
town of Hurley, he would have to go to the County Board and 
ask for an investigator to help him in an undercover capacity, 
which he has not done and which he is not going to do due to 
the fact that he feels that the situation in Hurley is gradually 
cleaning itself up. He stated that at one time there were more 
houses of prostitution and more bars in Hurley tban there are 
at the present time, and felt that in time the situation would 
alleviate itself. 


RAINERI stated that he had never told KAY MARTIN 
(MARCIA LYON) or ANTON LYSCZYK to keep their prostitutes away 
from the FBI, he had never told them that there would not be 
a Grand Jury in Hurley, and he had never told them that he 
had the office of the United States Attorney in his hip pocket. 
RAINERI stated that he does know that EDMUND NIX is the new 
United States Attorney. He knows NIX, but he had never used 
the name of Mr. NIX while talking to KAY or TONY, 


RAINERI advised that KAY MARTIN had on occasions 
come to him and advised that he is her attorney. He stated 
that KAY MARTIN had asked him questions about her rights and 
the Grand Jury and he told her that he realized that from her 
conversation that she had apparently had prostitutes at her 
place of business and had apparently violated Federal law, or 
She, KAY (MARCIA LYON) would not be in his office asking the 
questions. He stated that he had informed KAY MARTIN that 
if she was foolish enough to do this,and she apparently was, 
the Government, which he referred to as "Uncle Whiskers} 
would certainly be after her and that he could do nothing 
to help her through his official capacity as district attorney. 
RAINERI advised that as KAY MARTIN's private attorney, he did 
not know whether he would defend her or not if she was ar- 
rested by the Federal Government, but he did not think that it 
would be too good an idea for him as district attorney to be 
defending her in court, as it might make it look worse for her. 
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RAINERI stated that if he started a one-man campaign 
to clean out the vice element from Hurley, he would undoubtedly 
be defeated at the polls on his next election. He stated he F 
was not a crusader and did not intend to be a crusader but 
Stated that he was going to order the chief of police to make 
more checks of the houses of prostitution and the clubs in town, 


RAINERI advised that he had some othe problems in 
regards to law enforcement in Hurley, one ef which was the 
judge, .who was a home-town boy who was not too interested in 
convicting local people for the type offenses to which the 
FBI referred, and again who it must be remembered was an 
elected official, worried about his job. Hé further stated 
that the State Alcoholic Beverage Tax agents had done a good 
job in Hurley with cases in some respects, but had also brought 
many bad arrest cases to him, due to poor training.  RAINERI 
Stated that he had also had to worry about the local merchants A 
in town. He stated that places like the Club Carnival employed 
approximately thirty people, and these people, including the 
Strippers, patronized local businesses. He stated that every 
time an arrest is made where a local businessman feels that 
his source of income is shut off, the local businessman comes 
to him and complains; he used the example of a milkman who had 
been in his office and whose milk business supposedly had 
declined after such an arrest, 


RAINERI advised that he has in the past handled 
some business for the operators of the Club Carnival in the 
role of a private attorney. He stated that he had also received 
bottles of liquor at Christmas time from representatives of the 
Club Carnival, namely: RICHARD MATRELLA, and he stated that 
last Christmas, he received two or three fifths of whiskey from 
MATRELLA, . 


RAINERI again emphasized the fact that he could, if 
he so desired, clean up the town of Hurley, probably in a very 
Short time, but he felt that the town was cleaning itself up, 
that he was not a crusader, that he did not have the manpower 
at the present time to do so, but would take any action that. 
the FBI deemed necessary.  RAINERI again stated that although ` 
he knew the FBI could not recommendations about his tow, he was 
going to order the chief of police to institute stricter enforce- 
ment, especially around the house of prostitution, Kay's Rooms. 
He further advised that he had never told anyone that he wanted 
an open town and would not clean up Hurley, 
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On November 1, 1965 a conference was held at the Office of 
the U, S. Attorney EDMUND A, NIX, WOW, USA NIX advised 
that he would present the facts of this investigation to 
a Federal Grand Jury, scheduled to convene at Madison on 
November 29, 1965, He requested that subpoenas in the 
matter be served by agents of the FBI, 


By communication dated November 5, 1965, Bureau permission 


was received by Bureau Agents to serve subpoenas on witnesses 
to be called before the Federal Grand Jury.

GEORGE REARDON, doing business as George's Liquor, 205 Silver 
Street, Hurley, was interviewed and furnished the following 
informations 


He has been in business in Hurley for many years, and until 
recently had a bar located at the present spot of his liquor 
store. REARDON advised that he liked his liquor store better, 
that it was not as much work and did not entail as many hours 
as did his bar. ind 


REARDON stated that he would cooperate in any way possible with 
the FBI but stated that he could furnish no information of value 
in regards ta the situation in Hurley. REARDON advised that the 
one block of Silver Street which causes the most trouble for Hurley 
was slowly dying off but not quite fast enough. REARDON advised 
that he could not furnish any information in regards to local 
officials or anyone else, He stated that he knew of no pay~offs 
to anyone, no bribes, and no out-and-out dishonesty amongst. 
anyone in the community, REARDON advised that Hurley would 
eertainly be better off without the prostitution element, and 
believed that in time this might quite be possible.

OLSON advised that in 1963 he ran for mayor after having been 

on the City Council, but was defeated by what he called a very 
substantial effort on the part of the taverns in the Hurley area. 
OLSON advised that he had never been in favor of the vice element 
in Hurley, naming mainly the prostitution and Begirl activity, 
and, he believed that the owners and operators of these establish- 
ments had circulated in the community that he, OLSON, was in favor 
of getting rid of all the taverns in Hurley, which was not true, 
OLSON advised that to his knowledge there is only five or six 
establishments in the first block of Silver Street which gives 
Hurley a bad name. He further advised that he believes that 
peona T the beer distributors or beer people got together and 

n a concentrated effort killed his chances as City Mayor. He 
stated that he could not determine for sure if this was an 
organized situation or if anyone had been threatened or in any 
way coerced to vote against him, but he did know that he did 
have some friends amongst the tavern operators, and they later 
voted against him. 


OLSON stated that while City Counctiman he was never actually 
threatened or bribed by anyone. He stated that on one occasion 
he did vote against a youth center which JULIUS MATTEL had 
proposed for the community, in which youth center MATTEI was 
going to run, and that MATTEI told him that he was going to 
punch him full of holes, but that he had faced MATTEI down 

and there had been no problem over this. OLSON stated that 

| he gd that this was just a personal situation between he 

| and MATTEI and bad nothing to do with the other operators of 

| the vice establishments in Hurley. 


OLSON advised that although he would like to help the FBI in 
any way possible he knew of no information which would be of 
assistance in its Hurley investigation.

the Portuguese language with Special Agent MIKE G. ZINCK 
serving as interpreter. RODRIGUES furnished the following 
information: 


RODRIGUES advised she arrived in the United 
States from Brazil on December 7, 1962, at Miami, Florida 
and exhibited United States Immigration and Naturflization 
Alien Registration document A128li535. During the early 
part of 1963 RODRIGUES began an engagement as an exotic 
dancer at the Galaxie Club in Newport, Kentucky where she 
worked for JOHN GASBARRI, the owner of the club. During her 
initial engagement, which lasted for approximately nino 
weeks, RODRIGUES became aware of prostitution activities 
and narcotic traffic which was being conducted at the 
Galaxie Club. She indicated she could furnish no specific 
information concerning the conduct of the prostitution 
activities, but noted the Galaxie Club was regarded as a house 
of prostitution by the people employed there and by the 
customers who frequented the club. RODRIGUES stated at the 
end of her original engagement she left the Galaxie Club 
and was employed as an exotic dancer in various cities in 
the United States. 


In April, 1964, RODRIGUES' manager obtained an 
engagement for her at the Carnival Club in Hurley, Wisconsin 
where she worked from April until October, 1964, for JOHN 
GASBARRI, who was now the owner of the Carnival Club. 
RODRIGUES stated upon arriving at the Carnival Club she 
immediately noticed the same type activities as she had 
previously encountered at the Gulaxie Club in Newport, 
Kentucky. RODRIGUES described these activities as "B-girl, 
drink hustling and prostitution." She noted that all 
prostitution activities were carried on at the Club 13, 
which was run by the wife of GASBARRI, while B-girl 
activities were carried on at the Carnival Club. 
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RODRIGUES could furnish no information concerning 
arrangements made by GASBARRI to engage the services of 
prostitutes for his establishments, nor could sheprovide 
any information concerning transportation of females engaged 
in prostitution activities which hid been arranged by 
GASBARRI. RODRIGUES noted that the prostitution activities 
at the Club 13 in Hurley, Wisconsin, were obvious to anyone 
who worked there or anyone who visited the establishment. 


After her initial engagement at the Carnival 
Club, RODRIGUES accepted a return engagement at the 
club which lasted from May through July, 1965. She advised 
that she observed "prostitution activities" being conducted 
at the Club 13 during both the first and the second 
ensagomont in Hurley, Wisconsin. She could furnish no 
information concernins the identities of any females engaged 
in prostitution activities nor could she furnish any 
information concerning, business arrangements between 
GASBARRI and female employees of the Club 13. 


RODRIGUES stated that her personal relationships 
with GASBARRT had been strained because she felt he had 
withheld money to which she felt she was entitled. She 
stated while she had never worked as a prostitute for 
GASBARRI, she had on occasion drunk with customers in the 
Carnival Club and had been given large tips by those 
customers, which she was forced to divide with GASBARRI. 


RODRIGUES stated that following hor arrival in 
the United States she had attempted to pass herself as a 
Puerto Rican rather thon as% Brazilian National because she 
felt Brazilians were scorned by other Latin Americans 
engaged in the entertainment industry. She noted that one 
CEREL ACOSTA, who she described as the mistress of JONI 
GASBARRI, had been very scornful of RODRIGUES' Brazilian 
ancestry and had treated RODRIGUES in a very harsh manner. 
She stated that following her arrival in Baltimore, 
Maryland, she had encountered ACOSTA unexpectedly in 
"ho Block", Baltimore's night club district on Baltimore 
Street, and that ACOSTA had threatened to kill her. She 
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noted she had not seen ACOSTA subsequently and had not 
had any contact from her.

JAMES STRAND, Alderman, City of Hurley, was interviewed at the 
American Legion Bowling Center, and furnished the following 
information: 


He is the junior member of the City Council having been elected 

in 1964, STRAND stated that he believed Hurley was one of the finest 
small cities in the United States. He stated that Hurley suffered 
from its past reputation and that although not too much was being 
done by the City Council itself to eliminate certain problems in 
Hurley with some of the bar owners, that the situation seemed to 
somehow be taking care of itself littie by little. He stated that 
he, ITALO BENSONI, and JACK PROSPERO normally voted against certain 
of the operators of the strip houses in priest Wisconsin, that due 
ta a split City Council not too much was. attained. 


STRAND stated that he could furnish no further information to the 
FBI. He advised that he had never been bribed or threatened in 
any way, and that he bec. oni. immediately notify the FBI 
if anything like that should happen. STRAND stated that he and 


the other eitizens of Hurley appreciated every effort that the 
FBI was making in Hurley, Wisconsin.

He has been a member of the City Council of Hurley for two terms. 
PROSPERO advised that he is not well liked by the operators of 
some of the establishments in Hurley, Wisconsin, as he had always 
yoted against what he believed to be the vice element of Hurley. 
He stated that he and two other aldermen, ITALO BENSONÍ, and 
JAMES STRAND were the only ones an the council who ever voted 
against the vice element, and that they did this regularly 

but were always beaten either by a three-three split or by the 
mayor, SANTINI, who cast the deciding vote and always in favor 
of what he termed the vice element. 


PROSPERO made available a T-page letter dated June 18, 1965 
directed to him fron the State of Wisconsin Department of 
Taxation, Division of Beverage and Cigarette Taxes. PROSPERO 
advised thatthe letter lists the numerous violations for persons 
who now hold bar licenses in the city of Hurley, PROSPERO stated 
that each councilman in Hurley received a copy of the letter 
prior to the time in June when the liquor licenses were voted 
upon by the Councii. He stated that efforts by he and his other 
councilmen, STRAND and BENSONI, to effect separate voting on each 
| license was beaten down by the other members of the council, and 
| that the licenses were voted on as a block, and of course went 
| vets with only he, BENSONI, and STRAND voting against the 
.censes, 


PROSPERO stated he does not like the present city attorney, 

ALEX J, RAINERI in Hurley, Wisconsin, and does not consider him 
to be the most honest person in the world. PROSPERO stated that 
he has so informed RAINERI who knows exactly how he, PROSPERÓ, 
feels about him, RAINEHI, and that there is no love lost between 
the two. PROSPERO stated there will never be any change to the 
city of Hurley until such time as other aidermen who are not in 
favor of the vice element in Hurley, Wisconsin are elected, and 
until such time es ALEX J, RAINERI is no longer the city attorney, 
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PROSPERO stated that RAINERI as City Attorney, is also the 
parliamentarian for the City Council and if he doesn't like 
anything he tells the mayor that the person trying to bring 
up a situation which RAINERI does not like is out of order. 
PROSPERO advised he has in the past received bad information 
from RAINERI on points of order but that RAINERI is still 
parliamentarian for the City Council. 


PROSPERO stated that at tho last City Council meeting HAINERI 

and the mayor ramrodded a license through for the Club 13 so 

that they could open under the name of the wife of the deceased 
former operator, HENRY B. KIMBALL. He stated that he did not 
believe in his own mind that the Club could operate on a 

license issued to HENRY B, KIMBALL, as KIMBALL's wife is not 

21 years of age and is not a resident of the State of Wisconsin, 
He stated that RAINERI had informed the council that this was 
quite legal and, therefore, the matter passed over the objections 
of he, BENSONI, and STRAND, 


PROSPERO also stated that he and his friends have laid before the 
council a city ordinance to require fingerprinting and photographing 
of all the entertainers at the various strip clubs in Hurley, 
Wisconsin, but he did not believe that this Bill would pass. 

He stated that this measure had been brought up before and had 
never been successful. 


PROSPERO stated that he and the other good citizens of Hurley, 
Wisconsin needed some outside help if there was ever to be 

any kind of a clean-up campaign in Hurley, Wiscensin, and stated 
that he appreciated any and all efforts made by the FBI in 
regard to the vice element in Hurley.

He 
advised that he knew that his brother was in the bar and 
prostitution business in Hurley, Wisconsin, and that for that 
reason he and the rest of the family had had nothing to do with 
HENR KIMBALL for a year or so. KIMBALL stated that he knew 
that the FRI was investigating the situation in Hurley, Wisconsin, 
and had heard rumors that his brother, HENRY KIMBALL, was killed 
because he was cooperating with the FBI, but realized that this 
rumor was untrue. KIMBALL stated that he had gone through his 
brother's personal effects and that there was nothing in the | 
personal effects whatsoever to help the FBI, KIMBALL stated 
that the only thing that he did remember was that on one 
occasion his brother, HENRY, had told him that he would never 
take the rap for JACK GASPARRI, KIMBALL stated that he knew 
yery well that the Club 13 which was. operated previously by 

his brother prior to his death was in fact owned by Mr, GASPARRI 
but that he had no way to prove this. 


KIMBALL advised that after his brother was murdered by JAMES 
VITTIOH he had talked to JOYCE MARY WOODKEY who he understood

ITALO J, BENSONI, Alderman, C Huriev. was 
interviewed at his residence, and 
furnished the following info 


He is a City Alderman for the city of Hurley having been elected 
in 1964, BENSONI adyised that he is employed by the United States 
Government as a Rural Mail Carrier, and he is the past Commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars for the State of Wisconsin. 
BENSONI advised that the City Council in Hurley, Wisconsin is 
composed of six city aldermen with one mayor, He advised that 
himself, BENSONI, JACK PROSPERO, and JAMES STRAND were certainly 
in favor of law. and order in Hurley, Wisconsin, but that he could 
not say the same for the other three councilmen, FELIX PATTRITO, 
BERNARD BARRET, and ED ESPAMMER,  BENSONI further advised that he 
could certainly not say the same for PAUL SANTINI who he stated 
was certainly on the side of PATTRITO, BARRET, and ESPÁMMER. 


BENSONE advised that the real power in Hurley lies with the 
Mayors the City Atterney, ALEX J, RAINEHI, and the Chief of 
Police, ALBERT STELLA,  BENSONI stated that he, STRAND, and 
PROSPERO always seem to vote together against the vice element 
in Hurley, that the other three councilmen vote for the vice 
element in Hurley, and that the tie is then broken by the mayor 
and always in favor of the vice element, BENSONI advised that 
the real problem in Hurley begins with the City Attorney, Mv, 
RAINERI, whom he does not believe is in fact working for the 
betterment of Hurley. BENSONI stated that as a point of 
explanation that in June of 1965 all of the licenses for the 
bars in Hurley were up for approval. He stated that rather 
than voting on each license individually that all the licenses 
were voted on in one block. He stated that in this way the 
councilman was unable to vote against the vice element without 
voting against the good bar owners who would, therefore, suffer. 
He stated that he attempted to make a motion that the licenses 
be voted on individually but that this was beaten down by the 
three other councilmen and the mayor, and that he was called out ` 


of order by the mayor and by the City Attorney, RAINERI, 
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He also stated that he attempted to read a letter from the 
State Beverage Tax Commission which had been received by each 
of the councilmen and which listed the numerous offenses by 
some of the individuals in the bar business in Hurley. He 
stated that he was called out of order by the mayor and the 
city attorney and that the contents of this letter were not 
allowed to be read to anyone who was present, let alone the 
councilmen, 


BENSONI stated that the situation in Hurley was not in good shape, 
that he felt that nothing could be done without some outside help. 
He stated that if the FBI could do anything in regards to Hurley 
it would be appriciated by he and all of the other honest citizens 
in the community, He stated that he does not believe that the 
majority of the citizens in Hurley want the vice element in their 
city, but that the people are apathetic and just don't vote 
against it, as they are used to the bad name which Hurley has 
received in the past. 


BENSONI stated that the City Attorney, ALEX J. RAINERI, is 
undoubtedly not interested in ridding the community of the 

vice element, as he knows that RAINERI in the past has acted 

as private counsel for these people and that it is a lucrative 
proposition to RAINERI. BENSONI stated that he could not state 
that he had ever been approached for a bribe, or that he had 
ever been threatened, as there had been no reason for this 

as the vice element's position was always secured with the 
split council, He stated that there is always a three-to-threc 
vote and that the mayor either casts the deciding vote in favor 
of the vice element or refuses to cast any Vote, thereby leaving 
the issue deadlocked and off the agenda, 


BERNSONI advised that if he could be of any help to the government 
he would certainly do so, He stated that he is going to continue 
his actions on the City Council even if it means his defeat in 
the next election, and if things do not get better he does not 
know if he will even run again as the situation does seem hopeless. 
He stated that the City Council is not attended by any of the 
citizens, some of whom think that the City Counoii's proceedings 
co a sham anyway. BENSONI stated that if the EDI investigation 
in Hurley should ever reach any stages where his testimony before 
any group would be of assistance, he would certainly do so, as he 
is certainly not worried about his political future. 
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BENSONI stated that at the last City Council meeting the motion 
had come up about the license at the Club 13 in Hurley, Wisconsin. 
He stated that the Council had been told by the City Attorney, 
ALEX J, RAINERI that the Club could re-open and operate on a 
license previously issued to HENRY B. KIMBALL as long as the 
place was being operated in the name of KIMBALL's wife, CARMEN 

M. KIMBALL, from New York City, N.Y. He further stated that 

they were informed by RAINERI that Mrs. KIMBALL was no longer 

in the community but that the Club could be opened and operated 

in her name. BENSONI advised that Councilman JAMES STRAND 

had taken it upon himself to determine if KIMBALL had actually 
married the woman who represented herself as KIMBALL's wife, 

and found that the marriage license had been issued and a 
marriage had taken place on November 29, 1963 in Bessemer, 
Michigan. It was also determined that Mrs. KIMBALL is 

apparently not yet 21 years of age, but that they were informed 
by the City Attorney RAINERI that this did not make any difference. 
BENSONI stated that one item of interest was the fact that when 
KIMBALL was married to his present wife that the witness to the 
marriage was the present city attorney of Hurley, ALEX J, RAINERI. 


BENSONI further advised that in the absence of Mrs, KIMBALL, the 
Club 13 is being run by a JOHN CARLI of Hurley. BENSONI stated 
that CARLI is not identical to the JOHN S, CARLI who is also 
well known in Hurley as a troublemaker. 
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DONALD NEVALA, Chief of Police, Ironwood, Michigan, advised that 
he had caused a check of the records at Bessemer, Michigan, 
Gogebic County, to be conducted in regards to a marriage 
ceremony which took place on November 29, 1963.

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Informant stated that the show bar which is 
also owned by JOHN GASBARRI and RICHARD MATTRELLA, 
along with the Club Carnival is closed at the 
present time, but is due to open sometime around 
1/7/66, and is believed that the Show Bur will 
febure an exotic dancer although no such exotic dancers 
are in Hurley at the present time. 


Informant advised that the Band Box owned 
by TERESA and JOHN KALASARDO is closed at the present 
time and it is not known when the Band Box will open. 
Informant advised at a recent hearing for abatement purposes 
which hearing took place before Circuit Judge 
CHARLES in Hurley, that Judge CHARLES had deseribed 
the Band Box as a clip joint and has suspended the 
lieese of the Band Box and had made JOHN KALASARDO 
post a $1,500 bond to obtain a provisional license, 
Informant advised that the Club Carnival will also 
undergo an abatement proceedings in the very near 
future along with the High Ho Bar, Kay's Rooms, and 
Shorty and Mary's Bar. It is the informant's 
belief that all of these places will suffer the same 
type of action as the Band Box and that things in 
Hurley may quiet down somewhat.

Synopsis: Information regarding Federal Liquor Tax Stamp for bars in 
Hurley, Wisennsin, set forth. Interviews with GEORGE 
ROMANOWSKI, ITALO BENSONI, PAUL J. SANTINI, EDWARD HOPKINS 
ERSPAMER, BERNARD E. BARRETT, SAM GIOVANONI, GORDON M. CHAYKA, 
ALEX J. RAINERI, Monsignor MICHAEL A. PROCK, NILO V. MAENPAA, 
FELIX PATTRITO, SILVARIUS MARCUS RADERMACHER, ANN CECIL LA CLAW, 
LILLIAN BARBER, LOIS GASBARRI, set forth.  ROMANOWSKI is 
Hurley City Policeman, who furnished background information 
regading Hurley Police Department.  BENSONI, SANTINI, ERSPAMER, 
BARRETT are present city council men, Hurley, Wisconsin. 

CHAYKA is enforcement agent Wisconsin State Beverage Tax 
Commission.  RAINERI is District Attorney, Iron County, 
Hurley, Wisconsin, who admitted threat to an attorney who 
ran against him for a position as District Attorney in 1964. 
MAENPAA is present Sheriff of Iron County, Hurle Wisconsin. 
Facts of this case were presented to the taf NEN 53 
Wisconsin No indictments returned. 

On 12/3/65, USA, WDW, advised that he would review facts to 
determine if he desired further investigation. On 1/17/66, 
USA, WDW, advised that he believed further investigation 
warranted. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA JOHN L. PORTER: 


At Milwaukee, Wisconsin 


On November 12, 1965, THOMAS HINES, Acting 
Assistant Supervisor, Milwaukee District, Alcohol and 
Tobaaco ‘lax Division, Internal Revenue Service was 
contacted for information concerning issuance of federal 
liquor tax stamps at Hurley, Wisconsin. Mr. HINES 
stated that due to a reorganization of IRS, the Collection 
Division was now handling the issuance of these tax 
stamps and suggested a contact should be made with LARRY 
BOREN of the Collection Division, Federal Building, 
Milwaukee. 


As background information, Mr. HINES explained 
that it is necessary to purchase a federal tax stamp for 
each retail liquor outlet. He stated that each bar in 
Hurley will be required to register and purchase this stamp 
which sells for a flat $54, on a yearly basis. 


LARRY BOREN, General Teller, Collection Division, 
Internal Revenue Service, was contacted on November 12, 1965 
and furnished the following list as pertaining to the above 
described retail federal liquor tax stamp for clubs 
operating in Hurley, Wisconsin;

Patrolman GEORGE ROMANOWSKE of the Hurley 
Wisconsin Police Department vas interviewed at his 
place of employment, Hurley Police Headquarters in 
Hurley, Wisconsin. He was immediately advised of the 
identity of interviewing agents. He was further 
advised that he did not have to make any statement 
at all to agents, that he was entitled to the sevyicds 
of any palates | prior to speaking with agents and if 
he did say anything which might incriminate him it 
could be used against him in a court of law. ROMAN- 
DESKI understood his rights and indicated that he would 
speak with agents. 


He advised that he had been a policeman on 
the Hurley Police Department since September of 1960. 
He advised that the police department consists of 4 
men, He further advised that in the time that he has 
been in the Hurley Police Department, he has known of 
only two arrests for prostitution in the town, He 
advised that to the best of his knowledge he was never 
approached by anyone either the Chief of Police or 
any other official of the town to lay off the first 
block of Hurley, which includes such places as 
Kay's Hotel, The Club Carnival, The Ban’, Box, The 
Show Bar, and Club 13. He did state, however, that 
he felt that his hands were tied by legal technicali- 
ties. For example, he stated he would like to go 
into Kays and see what he could see, but due to the 
fact that the door is locked he cannot gain access 
to seé what is going on in there. Mr. ROMANOWSKI 
further indicated that he knew of no situation where 
the district attorney or any of the council members 
had advised the Chief of Police to lay off the lower 
biock. 


Mr, ROMANOWSKI advised that the seat of power 
as regards to police powers in the city of Hurley lies 
with the police commission, which is appointed by the 
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. Mayor. He advised that presently, the commission 
consists of three men, The first one 
TROLLA, who is a beer and produce distributor, 
the second one is SAM KANGAS, who works at the 
electronics pat apie in town, the third is 
LEO NEGRINI, worka for the ¢ city as a truck 
driver. He, qoare that the enly thing that he 
‘gould possibly state about any kind ef activity 
on the part of officials, was that as soon as the 
local situation is brought up at any kind of city 
'gouncil meeting or police commission meeting the 
meeting is almost immediately adjourned. ROMANOWSKI 
again reiterated that he, himself, has never been 
approached by anybedy who had tried te influence 
hig enforcing law in Hurley.

agents. He was advised that he did not have to make 
any statement zt all to agents, that he was entitled 
to the services of an attorney, prior to making any 
statement and that anything he did say could be used 
against him in a court of law. Mr. SANTINI indicated 
that he understood his rights and indicated that he 
would speak with agents. 


Mr, SANTINI stated that he was presently 
Mayor of Hurley, Wisconsin. He was elected to this 
office in 1964 and will again come up for election 
in the spring of 1966. He advised that in his time 
as Mayor he was never threatened or promised anything 
in order to get him to vote for any vice element in 
Hurley. He further advised that he had never been 
approached by the district attorney or the city attorney, 
who is named RANERI, to vote for anything he did not 
want to vote for. 


Mr. SANTINI was asked about the licensing 
situation in Hurley by which taverns are houses of 
prostitution and are allowed to continue in existence. 
Mr. SANTINI advised that this was the job of the 
licensing committee and the city council to approve 
or disapprove the licenses. Mr, SANTINI was asked 
about places such as Kay's Hotel wbich was run by KAY 
MARTÍN and TONY LYSCZYK and Club 13 which was run by 
LOLS GASBARRI. SANTINI advised that the council had 
voted not to extend licensing priviledges to any of 
these people, Agents advised Mr, SANTINI that while 
this may be the case, these persons are still operating 
Kay’s Hotel and the Club 13. Mr. SANTINI advised that

ERSPAMER advised that he is not for vice and he is 
not for prostitution, but neither does he see doing a 
person out of his income simply on the basis of rumor 
and conjecture, He advise if there were any truth 
that these places were houses of prostitution he would 
certainly befor not Licensing if there were a legal 
way to keep them from being licensed. 


Wr. ERSPAMER stated that persons who have 
operated places down on silver street such as LOIS 
GASBARRI and KAY MARTIN have been refused licenses 
in the past, but are operating with a front.

Mr. DRSPAMER advised that he knew of no 
ono on the city council or any other official 
capacity who had evor been approached by anyone to 
attempt to influence their voting on the city council 
or in any other official position.

CHAYEA advised that just prior to hunting 
season, he had been instructed by his superiors to 
go to Hurley, Wisconsin, and have a meeting with the 
public officinis in town, including the District 
Attorney of Hurley, ALEX J, RAINERI. CHAYKA advised 
that the purpose of the meeting was to inform the 
local Hurley officials that during the Wisconsin hunting 
season numerous agents of his organization would be in 
Hurley, Wisconsin, to check on violations of State laws. 


CHAYKA advised that ha did not know the reason 
for letting the townspeople in Hurley know beforehand 
that he and his agents would be in town, but that he 
was not going to question orders. He stated that this 
eame under the heading of Preventive Law Enforcement, 

He stated that it had worked to the extent that no 
prostitutes had been found operating in Hurley and that 
the bars were complying with the 1:00 AM closing hours. 
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| ALEX J. RAINERI, District Attorney, iron 

County, Hurley, Wisconsin, was interviewed and immediately 

advised as follows by SA MALVIN LEE WESSEL: 


He did not have to make any statement; any 
statement made would be voluntary; that he had the right 
to an attorney of his choice. 


RAINERI stated that during the elections in 
1964, at which time he was running for the office of 
the District Attorney in Hurley, he did fn fact threaten 
& man who was running against him for the position of 
District Attorney, whom he knew as RAY P, TRAYNOR. 
RAINERI explained the circumstances as follows: 


During the Democratic Primary for his re- 
election as District Attorney, he did not in fact 
campaign to any extent. He stated that his opponent, 
TRAYNOR, campaigned vigorously on a reform proposition 
and that his platform was in effect, that RAINERT 
favored the vice elements in Hurley, that the police 
chief was somewhat incompetent and that other officials 
in Hurley on the City Council were also incompetent. 


RATINERE stated that prior to the election, 
TRAYNOR, in a radio broadcast, stated that RAINERI was 
retained by the Club Carnival. RAZNERI stated that this 
statement sounded as if he did, in fact, have a blanket 
retainer from the Club Carnival and its operators, which 
was not true. He stated that he had only been retained 
for one particular case ag attorney for the Club Carnival, 
which involved a contract regarding book matches,  RAINERI 
stated that after TRAYNOR made this accusation on the 
radio station, he called TRAYNCR’s home but was unable to 
reach him, and talked to TRAYNOR's wife and explained the 
situation at her request and further that he desired a 
retraction publicity from TRAYNCH. 


RAINERI stated that sometime thereafter, while 
in his office, he received a telephone cali from TRAYNOR, 
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accusing him, RAINERI, of threatening his, TRAYNOR's, 
wife. RAINERI then re-explained the situation ta 
TRAYNOR and told him again that he wanted the retraction. 
He stated that TRAYNOR again refused to do so and that 
ho, RAINERI, then statod, “Tell tho truth, or I'll come 
to your office and knock your God damn head off". 

RAINGRI stated that if telling someone you were poing 

to knock their god damn head off is a threat, then he 
did in fact threaten TRAYNOR, 


RAINERI further stated that he did not mind 
TRAYNOR's telling the truth on the radio, such as the 
fact that he favored the lower block element of Hurley, 
but that to say that he had a blanket retainer from the 
Club Carnival, was in fact an untruth which would make 
him somewhat angry. 


RAINERI stated that ho is tho vicc-President 
of the Gentile Distributing Company, Inc, of Hurloy, 
Wisconsin. He stated that the distributing company 
was in cffeet owned by TED, NICK and GUIDO GENTILE, 
three brothers from Hurley and Ironwood.  HAINEZRI 
explained that TED and NICK GENTILE lived in Hurley, 
and that GUIDO is a resident of Ironwood, Michiran, 
and further that to incorporate the distributing company, 
three Wisconsin residents were necded for the Wisconsin 
incorporation, He stated that ho had been approached by 
GUIDO GENTILE and was asked to help with the incorporation 
and become vice-president as he, RAINERI, was a Hurley 
resident, Ho stated that he receives no money from tho 
corporation nor does he have any duties. He stated that 
this was done as a favor to the GENTILE brothers. 


RAINERT stated that on November 11, 1965, he 
had been visited by GORDON M. CHAYKA, Enforcement Agent, 
Wisconsin State Beverage Tax Commission, who revealed to him 
and other community officials that the State was sending 
approximately 25 enforcement agents to Hurloy, during the 
deer season so that there would be no repetition of the 
publicity which was centered in Hurley, during 1964. He 
stated he therofore had instructed the chief of police 
to so notify the bar owners in Hurloy that tho State would 
have numerous enforcement agents in the community during the 
deer season. 


RAINERI advised that in 1963, he had been apprcached 
by a youns lady who at that time was a stripper at the Club 
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Carnival ond who alleged to bo pregnant by one HENRY D, 
KIMBALL, a local resident and who worked around some of 
the bars in Hurlcy. He stated that he ascertained that 
this younr lady was in fact under the aro of 18 years 

and that later KIMBALL was given the choice of marrying 
tho girl or of being faced with a charge of statutory 
rape, Ho stated that KIMBALL then married the young lady 
in Bessemer, Michigan, and that ho, RAINERI, was in fact 
the witness or best man at the wedding. He stated that 
ho just did this for ecnvenience sake. 


RAINERI further advised that a short time aro 
KIMBALL had been murdered in Hurley, and that KIMBALL 's 
wife showed up at his office and asked him about vetoran 
pensions, social security bencfits and tho Club 13, all 
in regard to her deecased husband, HENRY D. KIMBALL. He 
stated that ho was informed by Mrs. KIMBALL, whose first 
name is CARMEN, that she desircd the Club 13 to be 
operated in her name and that one JOHN CARLI would be 
her agent. He stated that she also advised that she had 
been in contact with a State Arent of the Wisconsin State 
Beverare Tax Commission, who advised hor that she could 
in fact operato the business with her husband's license. 
RAINERI stated that he checked the Wisconsin Statutes 
and that this did appear in order even thcurh Mrs. 
KIMBALL was not yet 21 yoars of age. He therefore 
notarized a paper for Mrs. KIMBALL authorizing the 
operation of the Club 13 in her name with her agent as 
ono JOHN CARLI,

GASBARRI stated that tho Club 13 was no longer 
operating as a house of prostitution due to consentrated effort 
of law enforcement in the area. She stated that members of the 
Wisconsin State Beverage Tax Division had been in town, the 
TBI had been in town frequently and also the Sheriff of the 
community, JOHN GENTILE, was now exerting pressure on the 
houses of prostitution by checking same. She advised that the 
Club 13 had not operated with a prostitute for approximately

BETTY FOSTER from Milwaukee was in the upstairs area of the 
bar and could certainly be interviewed by the FEL. 


GASBARRI stated that the Club 13 was not her 
property nor was the business her property. She stated that the 
only thing she did was work at the location and could not have 
the business due to the fact, that the city councii had turned 
her down in her application for a bartender's license, She 
stated that she does tend bar, which sbe can do as long as the 
owner of the business WILLIAM DE SAUTEL is on the premises. 


GASBARRI stated that DE SAUTEL was the owner 
of the business and that sho only received a salary from him. 
GASBARRI stated that there are no false panels at the location 
in which she hides her prostitute when law enforcement agents 
arrive on the scene. She stated that there was a buzzer system 
by which she could press a button behind the bar which would 
ring in the upstairs area of the location, but that this 
was not intended to signal the prostitutes in regards to 
law enforcement officers being present. 


GASBARRI stated that she is operating the location 
strictly as a botel and that it is no longer a house of 
prostitution and that she could not advise when prostitution 
would return to the location.

BETTY LOU FOSTER was Located in a room above the 
bar area of the Club 13, 13 Silver Street, Hurley, Wisconsin. 


FOSTER stated that she did not mind talking to

the Band Box Bar. He stated that he went to the Band Box Bar and 
contacted the owner, JOHN ROCCO KALASARDO, and advised him that 
he did not want prostitutes in town under the pretext that they 
were going to be strip teasers at the location. 


GENTILI advised that he had received information from the 
iron County District Attorney, ALEX RAINERI, indicating that RAINERI 
had got some type of a telephone call from Madison, Wisconsin, pre- 
sumably from the Wisconsin State Beverage Tax Commission, indicating 
that information had been received that the two girls had been 
prostituting themselves in the Hurley area and, therefore, RAINERI 
had given orders that the girls should leave town. 


GENTILI identified the two prostitutes as ALICE CRYSTAL 
and TONI, last name unknown. He stated tha the identification card 
for the prostitute known as TONI was being processed and as soon 
as he £ound the card he would furnish her complete name and 
description to the Federal Bureau of Investigation.

DOLINAC advised that she had previously worked in 
Hurley as a prostituto at the Club 13 sometime during the 
latter part of 1966, or the early part of 1967, but believed 
it was in Hovenber and December, 1966, during the hunting 
season. She stated that she had obtained the job through 
BETTY FOSTER, who is still employed at the Glub 13 as a 
prostitute.

She also picked up SANDY WERNER in Milwaukee, SANDY 
is "flipping her wig'" and seems to be going "buggy." SANDY and 
BETTY worked as prostitutes at the Club 13 for about one week

She declined to answer questions relative to the prices 
charged customers for the prostitution or how the income from 
same was split between the Club 13 and the girls. She said the 
proceeds are placed in the cash register. 


Regarding the girls who were working as prostitutes in 
early October, 1968, she said that VALERIE WINTERS left the 
Ciub 13 the same night that she was interviewed by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation Agents and that ROSIE SCOTT worked as a 
prostitute through the night of November 14, 1968, ROSIE is 
still in Hurley, address unknown, and has been running around 
with "BLACKIE" RAVENELLI, 


She said the prostitutes did not work for her, that 
they worked for DE SAUTEL, When asked as to who told the prosti- 
tues what to do or gave them instructions, she said she did in 
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DE SAUTEL's absence. She further said WILLIAM DE SAUTEL 
knows that she is running a house of prostitution and that 
the erm operators of same knew of it when they operated the 
Club 13, i 


l When asked as to what record was made of the income from 
the prostitution, she said it was recorded in a book as room rent, 
She refused to show the interviewing Agents the book in which 
such record is made or to answer further questions about same. 

She claimed that all money taken in at the Club 13 is listed in 
a book and all monies taken out are entered, She claimed that 
all monies are kept in the cash register and that none are taken 
home or to JACK GASBARRI at the Club Carnival. No one is paid 
off in connection with the prostitution, She receives $75.00 
per' week pay before deductions and is paid in cash, l 


Prior to July, 1968, she gave WILLIAM DE SAUTEL's. | 
sister, whose name she declined to furnish, $300.00 per month in 
accordance with his instructions. 


In response to question as to the last time she actually 
rented a room upstairs, she displayed a register showing last 
entry, not dated, as CARL ANDERSON, address not listed, Based 
on other entries, he rented sometime after September 17, 1968, 

He was from Minhesota, The hotel register reflected three persons 
rented rooms sihce September 17, 1968, 


There are 13 rooms upstairs over the Club 13, Eight’ 
rooms in the back and a five room apartment up front, The girls 
used the five room apartment for their dates. í 


The upstairs is now locked up and she declinéd to show 
the premises to the Agents. She said she closed the activities 
because she expected "state men" to be in checking around looking 
for girls about November 19 or 20, 1968, before the deer hunting 
season, She does not have a bartender's license and can be . 
„arrested for that, which would result in about a $25,00 fine. 


She does not have a Lawyer. 

She said there are no other houses of prostitution in 
Hurley, The dancers at the Club Carnival and the Band Box do not 
prostitute themselves at their places of employment, These 
dancers ask the male customers to buy a bottle of champaigne and 
"come in the back and we will have a party." The party consists 
of drinking the champaigne.
